CULMINATION UNEXPECTED. 


Culmination of the famous con- 
troversy in the lower courts came un- 
expectedly.

Frick and other millionaires will not 
be able to avoid the full purpose of 
the new income tax, according to Rep- 
resentative Cordell Hull of Tennessee, 
the man who framed the measure.

retention of the corporation tax 
feature in the new income tax bill 
provides a refuge for the recipient of 
sworn incomes. Mr. Borah had 
pointed out the net incomes on cor- 
porations are taxed 1 per cent. and 
in computing the incomes the indi- 
vidual receipts from this source are 
therefore exempted. 

“The trouble with statements of 
this kind,” d Representative Hull, 
who is c ered the income tax 
expert of the House, “Is that those 
whe make them fall to take count of 
the sharp line drawn ween the 
present corporation or e tax and 
the graduated sur-tax. The new law 

Uy provides that corporations 
| pay a 1 per cent. tax on all net 
incomes. Thus, when a stockholder 
receives his dividends, he will find 
that 1 per cent. has been withheld by 
the corporation. In such cases, there 
is no exemption of $4000. The cor- 
poration simply pays 1 per cent. of 
ite net Income and after that, the 
stockholders get their dividends. 

Regardiess of the source from 
which his income is derived, every in- 
dividual who earns or receives more 
than $4000 a year must make a re- 
turn to the government. Thus, if a 
man receives $20,000 Income from a 
steel company, $20,000 from a lumber 
company and $20,000 from an oil com- 
pany, he will find that 1 per cent. tax 
has been culled at the source of this 
revenue because the net income of 
those corporations will have been 
subjected to the corporation tax. How- 
ever, this will not relieve the recipient 
of the aggregate sum of $60,000 from 
fillng a return to the government. He

Mob of Five Hundred Storms 
Vernon Arena.

Riotous scenes, which resulted in 
the probable fatal Injuries of one man, 
injuries to two policemen and a bat- 
tle of pistol shots and stones marked 
the attempt of a mob of 500 men and 
boys to storm one of the gates at 
Vernon during the Dundec-Kilbane 
fight last night.

Candidates Show High Sense of “Duty to City. 


The first great mass meeting of the 
campaign at the Auditorium last night 
under the auspices of the Municipal 
Conference attracted an audience of 
men and women which practically 
filled the Theater Beautiful and which 
listened with approval to an exposi- 
tion of the issues of the campaign 
summed up in the word “efficiency.” 

The meeting was called to order 
by the chairman of the Municipal 


Conference, Stoddard Jess, who said: }

Angeles had in its last census decade. 
Looking back on this ten-year period 
it seems one of amazing growth and 
progress, unparalleled in the history 
of any municipality. From a popula- 
tion of little more than 100,000 we 
grew with such rapidity that at the 
end of the decade we had multiplied 
this figure by more than three, and 
had taken rank among the foremost 
cities of the country in point of ma- 
terial advancement as well as increase 
in population. I would be carrying 
coals to Newcastle to repeat in detail, 
or even in generalities, the multitude 
or measure of things accomplished 
during that «period. 

In addition to the cohesive effort of 
enthusiastic citizens in private en- 
deavor, the municipality was also 
abreast with its opportunities. If, in 
that decade, the growing city had done 
nothing more than exhibit the self- 
confidence that was shown in the be- 
ginning of the great aqueduct project, 
we should still take first rank in the 
cities of the world in the spirit of 
community endeavor. But before that 
we had shown courage. In the nine- 
ties the citizens fought for a free har- 
r at San Pedro and won a mag- 
nificent victory. 

Barly in the last decade another 
step was taken that required not only 
courage but foresight, and this was 
the purchase of the local water sys- 
tem in 1902. By thie step the people 
were brought into direct contact with 
the water situation, and they soon dis- 
covered two things — first, that the 
city was destined to grow rapidly to 
a city of a million or more, and that 
such a growth would be undesirable, 
if not impossible, without an adequate 
fresh water supply. Conditions soon 
d mstrated that the people had 
ba enough for the immediate 
future, It was then that that great en- 
gineer, William Mulholland, sounded 
the alarm and pointed the way for 
an abundant supply for all time, with- 
in human ken. The people, with 
characteristic good judgment, voted 
the twenty-four and one-half millions 
that have since constructed the ue- 
duct under the efficient hand of 1— 
holland and his associates—a work 
rivailing the greatest projects of his- 
tory, and second om. in our present 
day, to the great Panama Canal.

The southern Confederacy was swept 
away upon tornadoes of battle flame be- 
cause God and the nineteenth century were 
against it.

Bixby Believed to Have Told 
Inquisitors Nothing. 


Witness Seems Annoyed by 
Curious Crowd. 


Though none of the officials con- 
nected with the presept grand-jury 
investigation of alleged white slavery 
in this city would make a definite 
statement last evening, it is believed 
the evidence supposed to connect 
George H. Bixby of Long Beach with 
the commission of criminal acts at 
the Jonquil apartments is about con- 
cluded. It is thought that Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Ford, after conferring with the 
police detectives to see if further tes- 
timony is forthcoming, will, allow the 
grand jurors an opportunity to delib- 
erate and to weigh the question of 
blackmail. 

The police detectives who inter- 
viewed the. girls who brought specific 
charges against Bixby say they are 
of the opinion that the evidence is 
sufficient to warrant an indictment for 
contributing to the delinquency of 
Marie Brown Levy, but the jurors are 
the sole judges of the sufficiency of 
the evidence. Usually they accept 
suggestions from the District Attorney 
on the legal phase of cases. Mr. 
Bixby will not be convicted by a jury 
on the sole testimony of prostitutes, 
no matter what the detectives think. 
The grand jury may decide to make 
some finding in the Bixby case and 
then reconvene to consider numerous 
other cases of alleged contributing to 
the delinquency of girls under age. 
Under the direction of Detectives 
Boden and King a mass of evidence 
tending to connect well-known club- 
men with this class of offenses has 
been gathered. 

At the conclusion of yesterday's ses- 
sion Asst. Dist.-Atty. Ford and Chief 
Trial — Hammon held a confer- 
ence with Detectives McLaren, Boden 
and King. It ip believed this con- 
cerned the course the investigation is 
to take today. The officers have 
blank subpoenas and are combing ad- 
joining cities in an effort to locate 
girls who are wanted as witnesses 
against other men whose names have 
not yet been made public.
